Plaintiff JOHN DOE complaining of the Defendants by his attorneys RHEINGOLD 

GIUFFRA RUFFO PLOTKIN & HELLMAN LLP respectfully alleges the following: 
NATURE OF THE ACTION 

l. This is an action brought pursuant to New York Civil Practice Law & Rules (CVP) 
Section 213-c, Action by victim of conduct constituting certain sexual offenses. 

2. This complaint is based on the negligent, willful, or intentional failure of the 
Defendants to protect Plaintiff JOHN DOE from being sexually abused and exploited by 
Defendant SEAN COMBS, when JOHN DOE was attending a party at SEAN COMBS’s residence 
located at 40 Hedges Banks Dr, East Hampton, NY 11937. 

PARTIES 

3. Plaintiff JOHN DOE is an adult male and a United States citizen. 

4. Defendant SEAN COMBS is a United States citizen and was at all relevant times, 
and currently, a resident of and domiciled in the State of New York. 

5. SEAN COMBS is currently being held at Metropolitan Detention Center in 


Brooklyn, New York. 
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ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., was and still is a New York domestic business 
corporation duly organized and existing under New York law with its principal place of business 
in New York, NY. 

7. That at all times hereinafter mentioned, Defendant BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, was and still is a New York domestic limited liability company duly 
organized and existing under New York law with its principal place of business in New York, NY. 

8. That at all times hereinafter mentioned, Defendant BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS 
HOLDINGS, INC., was and still is a New York domestic business corporation duly organized and 
existing under New York law with its principal place of business in New York, NY. 

9. That at all times hereinafter mentioned, Defendant DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., was and still is a New York domestic business corporation duly organized 
and existing under New York law with its principal place of business in New York, NY. 

10. That at all times hereinafter mentioned, Defendant SEAN COMBS owned and/or 
controlled Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., and DADDY’S 
HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC. (hereinafter known collectively as “Bad Boy Records”). The facts 
of Defendant COMBS’s ownership and titles at BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
and DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC. enabled him to commit the unlawful sexual 
violence against Plaintiff described herein and/or to harass and subsequently intimidate him into 
silence after the rape. 

11. That BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., and DADDY’S 
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HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., all exist as alter egos for Defendant SEAN COMBS, are controlled 
and/or directed by COMBS, and/or were established or used by COMBS for the purpose of 
moving, disposing of, and/or insulating his assets, including in connection with his criminal 
activities, and to avoid liability. 

12. Defendant COMBS used this ownership and his titles at BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY 
PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., and DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., to commit 
the unlawful sexual violence against Plaintiff described herein and/or to harass and subsequently 
intimidate him into silence after the rape. 

13. That at all times hereinafter mentioned, Defendant SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, 
INC., was and still is a foreign business corporation duly organized and existing under New York 
law with its principal place of business in New York, NY. 

14. Defendant SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. (hereinafter “SONY”) was and 
currently is a subsidiary of Sony Music Entertainment, which is also the parent company for the 
aforementioned Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., and DADDY’S 
HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC. 

15. Defendant SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., owned and/or controlled the 
aforementioned Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., and DADDY’S 
HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC. 

16. That during the relevant period, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT 
HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS 
HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’ S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, 
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INC.’s employees, agents, and/or servants aided and/or abetted Defendant SEAN COMBS in the 
commission of conduct complained of herein and/or either acted within the scope of their 
employment, Defendants ratified, embraced and added to this conduct. 

17. That Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., as well as SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., (a) aided and abetted 
Defendant SEAN COMBS in committing the unlawful sexual violence against Plaintiff described 
herein, (b) provided COMBS with the environment where COMBS committed the rape, and/or 
with chattel to facilitate it; (c) are alter egos for COMBS, completely dominated by him and used 
for his personal interests and to engage in wrongdoing which harmed Plaintiff and others, and/or 
(d) serve or have served as vehicles for COMBS to move, dispose of, and/or insulate his assets, 
including in connection with his criminal activities and to avoid compensating the victims of his 
many crimes, including Plaintiff. 

JURISDICTION AND VENUE 

18. Venue is proper because Defendant BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., is a domestic business corporation authorized to transact business in New York with its 
principal office located in the County of New York, City and State of New York. 

19. Venue is proper because Defendant BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, is a 
domestic limited liability company authorized to transact business in New York with its principal 
office located in the County of New York, City and State of New York. 

20. Venue is proper because Defendant BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, 
INC., is a domestic business corporation authorized to transact business in New York with its 
principal office located in the County of New York, City and State of New York. 

21. Venue is proper because Defendant DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., is 
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a domestic business corporation authorized to transact business in New York with its principal 
office located in the County of New York, City and State of New York. 

22. | Venue is proper because Defendant SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., is a foreign 
business corporation authorized to transact business in New York with its principal office located 
in the County of New York, City and State of New York. 

23. Venue for this action is proper in the County of New York pursuant to CPLR §503, 
in that a substantial part of the events or omissions giving rise to the claims occurred within New 
York County. 

24. The amount of damages sought herein exceeds the jurisdictional limit of all lower 
courts which would otherwise have jurisdiction. 

JURY DEMAND 
25. Plaintiff hereby demands a trial by jury on his claims in this action 
FACTUAL ALLEGATIONS 

26. Upon information and belief, Plaintiff met Defendant SEAN COMBS in or about 
2020 after Plaintiff was introduced to COMBS by one of his associates. 

2ifz Between 2020 and 2022, Plaintiff fell victim to one or more criminal sex acts at the 
hands of SEAN COMBS and his associates. 

28. In or about the Summer of 2020, one of Defendant SEAN COMBS’s associates 
from bad Boy Records invited Plaintiff to a party at COMBS’s residence located at 40 Hedges 
Banks Dr, East Hampton, NY 11937. 

29. — Inor about the Summer of 2020, Plaintiff then flew from Florida to New York City 
in order to attend the aforementioned party. 

30. When Plaintiff arrived in New York, he stayed at a hotel in Manhattan, New York, 


for one night. 
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31. The next day, Plaintiff was picked up by one of Defendant SEAN COMBS’s 
associates from Bad Boy Records and was then driven to Defendant COMBS’s residence located 
at 40 Hedges Banks Dr, East Hampton, NY 11937. 

32. Once at Defendant SEAN COMBS’s “Hampton house”, Plaintiff began socializing 
and drinking alcohol with SEAN COMBS and his associates from Bad Boy Records. 

33. Soon after, Plaintiff began feeling ill and subsequently lost consciousness, not 
being able to remember much of what happened after consuming this beverage. 

34. Unbeknownst to Plaintiff at the time, his drink had been drugged by Defendant 
SEAN COMBS. 

35. Throughout the rest of the night, Plaintiff faded in-and-out of consciousness. 

36. During this time, Defendant SEAN COMBS and his associates from Bad Boy 
Records, sodomized Plaintiff and took turns anally raping him. 

37. Plaintiff attempted to resist their sexual advances but was unable to do so. 

38. Plaintiff had not consented to this kind of sexual activity, or any, and had been 
incapable of consent while unconscious. 

39. When Plaintiff awoke the next morning, he had severe pain in his anus and woke 
up surrounded by Defendant SEAN COMBS’s associates from Bad Boy Records. 

40. At this time, Plaintiff did not see Defendant SEAN COMBS. 

41. Shortly after waking up, Plaintiff vacated Defendant SEAN COMBS’s residence. 

42. Out of fear and humiliation, Plaintiff never told anybody about the aforementioned 
incident, until now. 

43. That at all times hereinafter mentioned, Defendant SEAN COMBS was employed 
by Defendant BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
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RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. 

44. That at all times herein mentioned, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT 
HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS 
HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, 
INC. utilized Defendant SEAN COMBS as one of its employees, agents, or servants, where SEAN 
COMBS worked on behalf of Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., 
BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. for its material 
benefit. 

45. That at the time of the events complained of herein, Defendant SEAN COMBS was 
employed by Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. 

46. Atall times relevant, Defendant SEAN COMBS was acting within the course and 
scope of his employment with Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., 
BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. 

47. Plaintiff JOHN DOE seeks damages from all Defendants for their actions and more 
specifically seeks damages from Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., 
BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., who were and 
are legally responsible for the acts complained of herein that were committed by Defendant SEAN 
COMBS and failed to properly supervise and/or monitor the activities of Defendant SEAN 


COMBS. 
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48. On September 16, 2024, COMBS was arrested at a Manhattan hotel after a grand 
jury indicted him on charges of sex trafficking and racketeering. The indictment details how “[f]or 
decades, [COMBS] abused, threatened, and coerced women and others around him to fulfill his 
sexual desires, protect his reputation, and conceal his conduct.” See United States of America v. 
Sean Combs, a/k/a “Puff Daddy,” a/k/a “P. Diddy,” a/k/a “Diddy,” a/k/a “PD,” a/k/a “Love,” 
Index No. 24 Crim. 542, Indictment (SDNY), at § 1.! It notes that COMBS’s abuse was enabled 
by “the employees, resources, and influence of the multi-faceted business empire that he led and 
controlled—creating a criminal enterprise whose members and associates engaged in, and 
attempted to engage in, among other crimes, sex trafficking, forced labor, kidnapping, arson, 
bribery, and obstruction of justice.” Id. 

49. The indictment notes that COMBS’s “business” was operated at various times in 
both Manhattan and Los Angeles, “under a variety of United States-based corporate entities, 
including Bad Boy Entertainment, Combs Enterprises, and Combs Global.” Id. at 2. 

50. According to the indictment, “[p]hysical abuse by [COMBS] was recurrent and 
widely known.” Id. at § 4. It notes that COMBS’s assaults on women included “striking, punching, 
dragging, throwing objects at, and kicking them.” Jd. COMBS was also charged with “us[ing] the 
Combs Business, including certain employees, to carry out, facilitate, and cover up his abuse and 
commercial sex” and the indictment notes that his employees’ conduct “was facilitated and assisted 
by COMBS’s control of the Combs Business.” Id. at 1 5. The indictment specifically refers to the 
involvement of ““Combs’ security staff.” Id. It notes that COMBS and his affiliates recorded sexual 
assaults and controlled victims through the use of drugs. See id. at § 12. In or about March 2024, 


law enforcement seized narcotics and more than 1,000 bottles of baby oil and lubricant from 


t All allegations in the indictment are incorporated by reference herein. 
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COMBS’s residences. Zd. 
51. | COMBS’s long history of violence against men and women makes unmistakably 


clear that his actions, including his attack of Plaintiff, have been motivated by gender. Specifically, 
he has a profound contempt for men and women and an ongoing practice of denigrating, drugging, 
blackmailing, and humiliating them. 

52. COMBS’s treatment of Plaintiff accords with this pattern and practice of drugging, 
raping, and subsequently intimidating the men and women that COMBS has abused. 

AS AND FOR A FIRST CAUSE OF ACTION: 
VIOLATION OF NEW YORK CITY VICTIMS OF GENDER-MOTIVATED 
VIOLENCE PROTECTION LAW 

53. Plaintiff repeats, reiterates and realleges each and every allegation contained in the 
paragraphs above, as if the same were set forth more fully at length herein. 

54. By viciously and violently forcing sexual contact, anal sex, and/or sexual 
intercourse on Plaintiff, Defendant SEAN COMBS committed a “crime of violence motivated by 
gender” under the Victims of Gender-Motivated Violence Protection Act (“WGMVPL’) as defined 
in New York City Administrative Code § 10-1103. 

55. The requirement that the crime of violence be committed because of gender or on 
the basis of gender, and due, at least in part, to an animus based on the victim’s gender is satisfied 
because Defendant COMBS likely drugged Plaintiff, waited for Plaintiff to fall unconscious, and 
violently forced Plaintiff to engage in sexual intercourse without his consent. Gender animus 
inheres when consent is absent. Moreover, Defendant COMBS’s long history of violence against 
men and women evinces a deep contempt for men and women, as does COMBS’s alleged pattern 
of committing sexual assaults, recording them, and selling them as pornography. 

56. Defendant COMBS’s rape of Plaintiff presented a serious risk of physical injury to 
him and in fact caused Plaintiff significant physical injuries including but not limited to pain in his 
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anus and anal bleeding. 

57. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. enabled Defendant SEAN COMBS 
to commit this crime of violence motivated by gender because COMBS raped Plaintiff at the 
InterContinental New York Times Square, where on information and belief COMBS routinely 
committed sexual assault and gender-motivated violence, as detailed in other civil lawsuits. Given 
COMBS’s long-standing pattern and practice of committing sexual violence against men and 
women, including at the same location where he raped Plaintiff, Defendants BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY 
PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY 
MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. had and/or should have had knowledge of COMBS using the premises 
for this unlawful conduct, and did nothing to stop COMBS from doing it, and instead arranged the 
meeting between plaintiff and COMBS knowing that COMBS would sexually abuse the plaintiff 
at such meeting. 

58. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. enabled SEAN COMBS to commit 
this crime of violence motivated by gender by failing to, among other things, protect Plaintiff from 
a known danger and/or have sufficient policies and procedures in place to prevent sexual assault 
and/or train their employees on identifying and preventing sexual assault. 

59. Given COMBS’s long-standing pattern and practice of committing sexual violence 
against men and women, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD 
BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S 
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HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. had and/or should have 
had knowledge that COMBS was a danger to Plaintiff and did nothing to stop him and instead 
arranged the subject meeting. 

60. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. enabled SEAN COMBS to commit 
this crime of violence motivated by gender by failing to properly supervise COMBS. 

61. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. had knowledge and/or should have 
had knowledge of COMBS’s widespread and well-known practice of committing sexual assault 
and gender-motivated violence, including on premises owned and/or operated by Defendants, and 
did nothing to stop it. 

62. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. further enabled SEAN COMBS to 
commit this crime of violence motivated by gender by actively placing, maintaining, and/or 
employing COMBS in positions of power and authority, despite the fact that they knew and/or 
should have known that COMBS had a widespread and well-known practice of committing sexual 
assault and gender-motivated violence, including on premises owned and/or operated by 
Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT 
LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, 
INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC.. COMBS used the titles and authority conferred by 
Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT 
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LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, 
INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., including as CEO, Founder, and Chairman of Bad 
Boy Records, to facilitate and perpetuate the violent assault on Plaintiff, and to intimidate and 
force Plaintiff to keep quiet in subsequent years. 

63. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. also enabled SEAN COMBS to 
commit this crime of violence motivated by gender because COMBS used his refusal to pay 
Plaintiff the money that COMBS had owed him, to lure Plaintiff out of his home to meet with 
COMBS alone. 

64. As a direct and proximate result of the aforementioned crime of violence and 
gender-motivated violence, Plaintiff has sustained and will continue to sustain monetary damages, 
physical injury, pain and suffering, and serious psychological and emotional distress, entitling him 
to an award of compensatory and punitive damages, injunctive and declaratory relief, attorneys 
fees and costs, and all other remedies this Court may deem appropriate, as set forth in § 10-1104. 

65. The above-described conduct of Defendant COMBS constitutes a sexual offense as 
defined in Article 130 of the New York Penal Law. 

66. That the conduct of SEAN COMBS in the assault described in this complaint 
constituted a misdemeanor or felony against Plaintiff, presenting a serious risk of physical injury 
to Plaintiff, that was perpetrated because of Plaintiff’s gender; that was perpetrated in part because 
of animus against Plaintiffs gender, and resulted in injury to Plaintiff. 

67. Pursuant to § 10-1105(a), this cause of action is timely because it is commenced 
within “two years and six months after September 1, 2022”, and timely since it is filed within 7 
years and 228 days of accrual, pursuant to the COVID toll of 9. N.Y.C.R.R. §8.202.8 - §8.202.67). 
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68. As a direct and proximate result of Defendants’ unlawful conduct as alleged 
hereinabove, Plaintiff has suffered physical injury, severe emotional distress and anxiety, 
humiliation, embarrassment, economic harm and other consequential damages. 

69. Plaintiff also seeks reasonable attorneys’ fees as provided under 18 U.S.C. § 1595(a) 
and the VGMVPL (New York City Administrative Code §10-1104). 

70. That as a result of the foregoing, Plaintiff was injured. 

71. That as a result of the foregoing, the amount in damages sought herein exceeds the 
jurisdictional limits of all other courts which would otherwise have jurisdiction. 

T2; That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1602, 
specifically: (2) liability arising by reason of a non-delegable duty or by reason of the doctrine of 
respondeat superior; (5) (due to Defendants’ intentional conduct), (7) (as Defendants acted with 
reckless disregard), (11) (as Defendants acted knowingly or intentionally, and in concert). 

73. That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1601, 
as with due diligence, Plaintiff is unable to obtain jurisdiction over any such person that may have 
any fault in this matter aside from Defendants herein, and in that Defendants were vicariously 
responsible for any possible additional parties with liability herein. 

74. As a result of Defendants’ actions, Plaintiff suffered damages in an amount to be 
determined at trial and pursuant to the fee-shifting provision of the statute. 

75. This legal action has been commenced within the statutory timeframe provided by 
the VGMVPL. See New York City Administrative Code § 10-1105. 


AS AND FOR A SECOND CAUSE OF ACTION: 
SEXUAL ASSAULT 


76. Plaintiff repeats, reiterates and realleges each and every allegation contained in the 


paragraphs above, as if the same were set forth more fully at length herein. 
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77. In committing and threatening to commit the sexual assault described herein, 
Defendant SEAN COMBS had the real and apparent ability to cause imminent harmful or 
offensive bodily contact to Plaintiff and intentionally did a menacing act which threatened such 
contact to Plaintiff. 

78. The sexual assault and exploitation, and threatened sexual assault and exploitation, 
by Defendant SEAN COMBS caused apprehension of such contact in Plaintiff. 

79. The subject conduct constituted sexual assault. 

80. The subject conduct constituted a violation of N.Y. Pen. Law §130.52 §130.55, 
§130.60, §130.65, §130.75, and §130.80, and this action to recover damages from such conduct is 
protected under CPLR §208(b). 

81. That as a result of the foregoing, Plaintiff was injured. 

82. That as a result of the foregoing, the amount in damages sought herein exceeds the 
jurisdictional limits of all other courts which would otherwise have jurisdiction. 

83. That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1602, 
specifically: (2) liability arising by reason of a non-delegable duty or by reason of the doctrine of 
respondeat superior; (5) (due to Defendants’ intentional conduct), (7) (as Defendants acted with 
reckless disregard), (11) (as Defendants acted knowingly or intentionally, and in concert). 

84. That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1601, 
as with due diligence, Plaintiff is unable to obtain jurisdiction over any such person that may have 
any fault in this matter aside from Defendants herein, and in that Defendants were vicariously 
responsible for any possible additional parties with liability herein. 

85. As a direct and proximate result of that intentional harmful or offensive conduct, 
Plaintiff suffered general and special damages. 

AS AND FOR A THIRD CAUSE OF ACTION: 
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SEXUAL BATTERY 

86. Plaintiff repeats, reiterates and realleges each and every allegation contained in the 
paragraphs above, as if the same were set forth more fully at length herein. 

87. In committing the sexual assault described herein, Defendant SEAN COMBS 
touched Plaintiff without Plaintiff’ s consent and with the intention of causing harmful or offensive 
bodily contact to Plaintiff. 

88. The subject conduct constituted battery. 

89. That as a result of the foregoing, Plaintiff was injured. 

90. That as a result of the foregoing, the amount in damages sought herein exceeds the 
jurisdictional limits of all other courts which would otherwise have jurisdiction. 

91. That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1602, 
specifically: (2) liability arising by reason of a non-delegable duty or by reason of the doctrine of 
respondeat superior; (5) (due to Defendants’ intentional conduct), (7) (as Defendants acted with 
reckless disregard), (11) (as Defendants acted knowingly or intentionally, and in concert). 

92. That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1601, 
as with due diligence, Plaintiff is unable to obtain jurisdiction over any such person that may have 
any fault in this matter aside from Defendants herein, and in that Defendants were vicariously 
responsible for any possible additional parties with liability herein. 

93. As a direct and proximate result of that intentional harmful or offensive contact, 
Plaintiff suffered general and special damages. 


AS AND FOR A FOURTH CAUSE OF ACTION: 
INTENTIONAL INFLICTION OF EMOTIONAL DISTRESS 


94. Plaintiff repeats, reiterates and realleges each and every allegation contained in the 


paragraphs above, as if the same were set forth more fully at length herein. 
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95.  Atall times relevant, Defendant SEAN COMBS engaged in reckless, extreme, and 
outrageous conduct by sexually assaulting Plaintiff while Plaintiff was unconscious. 

96. Atall times relevant, Defendant SEAN COMBS’s misconduct was so shocking and 
outrageous that it exceeds the reasonable bounds of decency as measured by what the average 
member or the community would tolerate and demonstrates an utter disregard by Defendant SEAN 
COMBS of the consequences that would follow. 

97. At all times relevant, Defendant SEAN COMBS knew that this reckless, extreme, 
and outrageous conduct would inflict severe emotional and psychological distress on Plaintiff, and 
Plaintiff did in fact suffer severe emotional and psychological distress as a result, including severe 
mental anguish, humiliation, and emotional and physical distress. 

98. At all times relevant, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. engaged in 
reckless, extreme, and outrageous conduct by providing SEAN COMBS with access to potential 
victims, including Plaintiff; despite knowing that COMBS would likely use his position to sexually 
assault Plaintiff. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC.’s misconduct was so shocking and 
outrageous that it exceeds the reasonable bounds of decency as measured by what the average 
member of the community would tolerate and demonstrates an utter disregard of the consequences 
that would follow. 

99. As a result of this reckless, extreme, and outrageous conduct, SEAN COMBS 


gained access to Plaintiff and sexually assaulted him. 
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100. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. knew that this reckless, extreme, 
and outrageous conduct would inflict severe emotional and psychological distress, including 
personal physical injury, on others, and Plaintiff did in fact suffer severe emotional and 
psychological distress as a result, including severe mental anguish, humiliation and emotional 
distress. 

101. That as a result of the foregoing, Plaintiff was injured. 

102. That as a result of the foregoing, the amount in damages sought herein exceeds the 
jurisdictional limits of all other courts which would otherwise have jurisdiction. 

103. That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1602, 
specifically: (2) liability arising by reason of a non-delegable duty or by reason of the doctrine of 
respondeat superior; (5) (due to Defendants’ intentional conduct), (7) (as Defendants acted with 
reckless disregard), (11) (as Defendants acted knowingly or intentionally, and in concert). 

104. That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1601, 
as with due diligence, Plaintiff is unable to obtain jurisdiction over any such person that may have 
any fault in this matter aside from Defendants herein, and in that Defendants were vicariously 
responsible for any possible additional parties with liability herein. 

105. As a result of that reckless, extreme, and outrageous conduct, Plaintiff suffered 
general and specialized damages. 


AS AND FOR A FIFTH CAUSE OF ACTION: 
NEGLIGENCE 


106. Plaintiff repeats, reiterates and realleges each and every allegation contained in the 


paragraphs above, as if the same were set forth more fully at length herein. 
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107. At all relevant times, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. had a duty to 
take reasonable steps to protect Plaintiff JOHN DOE from foreseeable harm when Plaintiff was in 
its care, custody, and control, including when Plaintiff was at the InterContinental New York 
Times Square meeting with Defendant SEAN COMBS. 

108. At all relevant times, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. breached the 
foregoing duty by failing to exercise reasonable care to prevent Defendant SEAN COMBS from 
sexually abusing Plaintiff when Plaintiff was in its care, custody, and control, including when the 
Plaintiff was at the InterContinental New York Times Square meeting with Defendant SEAN 
COMBS. 

109. At all relevant times, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. also had a duty 
to take reasonable steps to prevent Defendant SEAN COMBS from using the tasks, premises, and 
instrumentalities of his position of authority as its agent and employee to sexually abuse Plaintiff, 
including its facilities, locations, and equipment. 

110. At all relevant times, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. breached the 
foregoing duty by failing to exercise reasonable care to prevent SEAN COMBS from using the 
tasks, premises, and instrumentalities of his position as its agent to sexually abuse Plaintiff, 
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including its facilities, locations, and equipment. 

111. At all relevant times, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. breached the 
foregoing duties by failing to exercise reasonable care in supervising Defendant SEAN COMBS 
when he was using its tasks, premises, and instrumentalities, including failing to investigate 
complaints and concerns about his behavior; failing to exercise reasonable care in training its other 
agents and employees to supervise Defendant SEAN COMBS, including recognizing signs that he 
was using his position to sexually abuse men and women; failing to exercise reasonable care in 
supervising Plaintiff while the Plaintiff was in its care, custody, and control, including allowing 
Defendant SEAN COMBS to have unsupervised contact with Plaintiff; and, in failing to warn 
Plaintiff that Defendant COMBS may pose a danger to Plaintiff in that COMBS might use his 
position to sexually abuse Plaintiff. 

112. As a direct and proximate result of the wrongful acts and omissions of Defendants 
BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD 
BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and 
SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., Defendant SEAN COMBS was able to use his position as its 
agent to sexually abuse Plaintiff. 

104. At all times relevant, Defendant SEAN COMBS was employed by Defendants 
BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD 
BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and 
SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. and was under Defendants’ direct supervision, employment, 


and control when COMBS committed the wrongful acts alleged herein. 
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105. As described above, Defendant SEAN COMBS’s conduct as alleged herein was 
committed in the scope and furtherance of his employment with Defendants BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY 
PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY 
MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. 

106. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. owed a duty to Plaintiff because he 
was entrusted to their care and because the Defendants, through their hiring and/or appointment, 
and their retention of Defendant SEAN COMBS represented that he was an individual to whom 
people, like Plaintiff, could be safely entrusted. 

107. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. breached their duty to Plaintiff by 
failing to make proper regulations, protocols and/or employ proper persons and instrumentalities 
in assessing risk of harm; permitting and/or intentionally failing and/or neglecting to prevent the 
commissions of tortious conduct upon people within their care; failing to adequately supervise the 
activities of Defendant SEAN COMBS; and allowing all acts or omissions and/or any of the above- 
described actions. 

108. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. breached their duty to Plaintiff by 
negligently hiring, appointing, retaining, supervising, and/or directing Defendant SEAN COMBS 
and in failing to protect Plaintiff from sexual predators. 
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109. Asa direct and proximate result of the foregoing, Plaintiff sustained psychological 
injuries, severe emotional distress, along with pain and suffering and loss of enjoyment of life. 

110. In addition to their own direct liability for negligently inflicting emotional distress 
on Plaintiff, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. are also liable for Defendant SEAN 
COMBS’s negligent infliction of emotional distress under the doctrine of respondent superior. At 
the time, Defendant SEAN COMBS breached his duties to Plaintiff; Defendant SEAN COMBS 
was employed by institutional Defendants. It was part of Defendant SEAN COMBS’s employment 
to gain Plaintiff’s trust. Defendant SEAN COMBS used his position, and the representations made 
by the institutional Defendants about COMBS’s character that accompanied these positions, to 
gain Plaintiff s trust and confidence and to create opportunities to be alone with and abuse Plaintiff. 
At all times relevant, Defendant SEAN COMBS had a duty to safeguard Plaintiff. At all times 
relevant, Defendant SEAN COMBS breached his duties to Plaintiff. Defendant SEAN COMBS 
could reasonably foresee that his actions would result in the infliction of emotional distress upon 
Plaintiff. As a direct and proximate result of the sexual assault perpetrated by Defendant SEAN 
COMBS, Plaintiff sustained psychological injuries, severe emotional distress, along with pain and 
suffering and loss of enjoyment of life. 

113. As a direct and proximate result of the wrongful acts and omissions of Defendants 
BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD 
BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and 
SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., Plaintiff JOHN DOE sustained physical and psychological 
injuries, including but not limited to, severe emotional and psychological distress, humiliation, 
fright, dissociation, anger, depression, anxiety, a severe shock to his nervous system, physical pain 
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and mental anguish, and emotional and psychological damage, and, upon information and belief, 
some or all of these injuries are of a permanent and lasting nature, and Plaintiff has and/or will 
become obligated to expend sums of money for treatment. 

114. That as a result of the foregoing, Plaintiff was injured. 

115. That as a result of the foregoing, the amount in damages sought herein exceeds the 
jurisdictional limits of all other courts which would otherwise have jurisdiction. 

116. That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1602, 
specifically: (2) liability arising by reason of a non-delegable duty or by reason of the doctrine of 
respondeat superior; (5) (due to Defendants’ intentional conduct), (7) (as Defendants acted with 
reckless disregard), (11) (as Defendants acted knowingly or intentionally, and in concert). 

117. That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1601, 
as with due diligence, Plaintiff is unable to obtain jurisdiction over any such person that may have 
any fault in this matter aside from Defendants herein, and in that Defendants were vicariously 
responsible for any possible additional parties with liability herein.

111. Plaintiff repeats, reiterates and realleges each and every allegation contained in the 
paragraphs above, as if the same were set forth more fully at length herein. 

112. The abuse of Plaintiff JOHN DOE occurred in or about the Summer of 2020, while 
Plaintiff was under the care of the Defendants. 

119. At all times relevant, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 


INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
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DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. operated, 
controlled, managed, supervised and/or funded Defendant SEAN COMBS’s parties that he held at 
his residence located at located at 40 Hedges Banks Dr, East Hampton, NY 11937. 

113. At all times relevant, Defendant SEAN COMBS was an employee of Defendants 
BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD 
BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and 
SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. 

114. At all times relevant, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. were under a 
duty to operate, control, manage, supervise, and maintain the aforesaid residence in a safe, lawful, 
and proper fashion.

116. At all times relevant, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. hired and 
employed certain individuals to carry out its business on behalf of the company, including 
Defendant SEAN COMBS and other personnel within the residence at the time of the incident 
described herein. 

117. At all times relevant, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
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DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., their agents, 
servants and/or employees breached their duty to maintain the aforesaid residence in a reasonably 
safe condition and manner. 

118. At all times relevant, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., their agents, 
servants and/or employees breached their duty to supervise the aforesaid residence, including 
Plaintiff, in a reasonably safe manner. 

119. At all times relevant, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. owed Plaintiff 
a duty of care because it had a special relationship with the Plaintiff. 

120. At all times relevant, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. owed Plaintiff 
a duty to protect him from harm because Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT 
HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS 
HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, 
INC., had a special relationship with Defendant SEAN COMBS. 

121. At all times relevant, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS,

implied duty to properly supervise Plaintiff and provide a reasonably safe environment for him. 
Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT 
LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, 
INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., owed Plaintiff a duty to properly supervise Plaintiff 
and protect him from foreseeable dangers. 

123. At all times relevant, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., breached their 
duties to the Plaintiff. 

124. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC.’s breach of their duties include, but 
are not limited to: failure to protect Plaintiff from a known danger; failure to have sufficient 
policies and procedures in place to prevent sex abuse and assault being committed by any of their 
employees and/or staff members; failure to properly implement policies and procedures to prevent 
sex abuse and assault; failure to take reasonable measures to ensure that policies and procedures 
to prevent sex abuse and assault were working; failure to investigate risks of sexual assault; failure 
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to properly train the employees at their locations and/or facilities; failed to have any outside agency 
test their safety procedures; and failure to train their employees properly to identify signs of sexual 
abuse and sexual assault by fellow employees. 

125. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. negligently hired Defendant SEAN 
COMBS with actual and/or constructive knowledge of his propensity for the type of behavior 
which resulted in Plaintiff s injuries in this action. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT 
HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS 
HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, 
INC. failed to investigate Defendant SEAN COMBS’s past and/or current history of assault and, 
through the exercise of reasonable diligence, should have known of his propensity for sexual 
abuse. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. should have made an appropriate 
investigation into Defendant SEAN COMBS’s background and failed to do so. An appropriate 
investigation would have revealed the unsuitability of Defendant SEAN COMBS for employment, 
and it was unreasonable for Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD 
BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S 
HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., to retain Defendant 
SEAN COMBS in light of the information they knew or reasonably should have known. 

126. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. negligently hired the Defendant 
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SEAN COMBS for a position where he had access to vulnerable men and women and could 
foreseeably cause harm, which Plaintiff would not have been subjected to had Defendants BAD 
BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY 
PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY 
MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. taken reasonable care. 

127. The abuse and resulting injuries to the Plaintiff were caused by reason of the 
negligent failures of Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. in the hiring of SEAN COMBS. 

128. At all times relevant, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, 
INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. failed to use 
ordinary care in determining whether the aforesaid medical facility was a safe place for Plaintiff. 

129. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., by and through their agents, 
servants and/or employees, became aware, or through the exercise of reasonable care, supervision, 
and investigation, should have become aware of Defendant SEAN COMBS’s, propensity to 
commit sexual assault and of the risk to Plaintiff s safety. 

130. At the very least, Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., 
BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., knew or 
should have known that they did not have sufficient information about whether the aforesaid 
residence was safe and if Defendant SEAN COMBS posed a danger to Plaintiff. 
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131. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. breached their duty to the Plaintiff 
by failing to warn him of the risks that the Defendant SEAN COMBS posed and the risks of sexual 
assault occurring in the aforesaid residence during the relevant time period. 

132. The sexual abuse committed by SEAN COMBS was, or should have been, 
reasonably foreseeable to Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD 
BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S 
HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. 

133. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., their employees, administrators, 
and staff were on actual and/or constructive notice that Plaintiff was being sexually abused by 
agents and/or employees of Defendant AR. 

134. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. created a foreseeable risk of harm 
to Plaintiff by employing Defendant SEAN COMBS, and allowing him to continue in his employ, 
despite knowledge of his actions that made it reasonable to assume that COMBS posed substantial 
risk of danger to others, including Plaintiff. 

135. Asa direct and proximate result of the foregoing, Plaintiff sustained emotional and 
psychological injuries, along with pain and suffering and loss of enjoyment of life. 

136. The subject assault and resultant injuries were caused by, and through reason of the 
negligence and carelessness of Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., 
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BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., 
DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC., their agents, 
servants and/or employees, in the ownership, operation, management, supervision, maintenance 
and control of the aforesaid residence and its employees therein, including SEAN COMBS. 

137. Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE 
RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC.’s actions were intentional, done 
with malice, cruelty and/or a deliberate, willful, wanton, and reckless indifference to Plaintiff s 
rights and were done in conscious disregard of the probability that the conduct would result in 
harm to Plaintiffs physical and emotional wellbeing. Defendants BAD BOY 
ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT LLC, BAD BOY 
PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, INC., and SONY 
MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC.’s conduct was so outrageous, shocking, despicable, and contemptible 
that it exceeds the reasonable bounds of decency as measured by what the average member of the 
community would tolerate and demonstrates an utter disregard for the consequences that would 
follow. As a result, Plaintiff is entitled to recover both compensatory and punitive damages from 
Defendants BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT HOLDINGS, INC., BAD BOY ENTERTAINMENT 
LLC, BAD BOY PRODUCTIONS HOLDINGS, INC., DADDY’S HOUSE RECORDINGS, 
INC., and SONY MUSIC HOLDINGS, INC. 

138. That as a result of the foregoing, Plaintiff was injured. 

139. That as a result of the foregoing, the amount in damages sought herein exceeds the 
jurisdictional limits of all other courts which would otherwise have jurisdiction. 

140. That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1602, 
specifically: (2) liability arising by reason of a non-delegable duty or by reason of the doctrine of 
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respondeat superior; (5) (due to Defendants’ intentional conduct), (7) (as Defendants acted with 
reckless disregard), (11) (as Defendants acted knowingly or intentionally, and in concert). 

141. That this action falls within one or more of the exceptions set forth in CPLR §1601, 
as with due diligence, Plaintiff is unable to obtain jurisdiction over any such person that may have 
any fault in this matter aside from Defendants herein, and in that Defendants were vicariously 
responsible for any possible additional parties with liability herein. 

142. The amount of damages sought exceeds the jurisdictional limits of all lower courts 
which would otherwise have jurisdiction. 

JURY DEMAND 
143. Plaintiff JOHN DOE hereby demands a trial by jury. 


PRAYER FOR RELIEF 
WHEREFORE, Plaintiff JOHN DOE demands judgment against the Defendants and each of 


them, on the First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Causes of Action as follows: 


A. Awarding compensatory damages in an amount to be proved at trial, but in any event 
in an amount that exceeds the jurisdictional limits of all lower courts which would 
otherwise have jurisdiction to the extent permitted by law; 

B. Awarding punitive damages to the extent permitted by law; 

C. Awarding costs and fees of this action, including attorneys’ fees to the extent 
permitted by law; 

D. Awarding prejudgment interest to the extent permitted by law; and 

E. Awarding such other and further relief as this Court may deem just and proper.
